This 
being the consensus of opinion. 


Article 3. Voted in the affirmative in regard to allowing the Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 9. Voted to pass over. This was in regard to lease of land 
where the Turkey Shoots are held. 


Article 10. Voted to charge 10c per yard for all sand and gravel, in 
amounts over one yard taken from the Town Bank. 


Article 12. Voted to print minutes of this Town Meeting in the next 
annual Town Report.

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Fire Department Report 


In the last annual report of the Department, the need for 
new equipment was stressed. As a result of the developments 
since the last report, there has been a change in emphasis on the 
acquisition of new equipment by the department. The need for 
modern firefighting equipment still is very real, and the expense 
of this type of equipment is great. It appears that in the opinion 
of the voters this need cannot be filled by large acquisitions, so 
it must be filled by smaller, picemeal methods. In this vein, there 
are three projects currently underway to improve the worth of 
Acworth’s fire service, and I would like to touch on each of these 
briefly as the substance of this year’s report. 


First, we have begun work on the acquiring of a resuscitator, 
a piece of emergency equipment long talked of. It is the intent 
to provide instruction on the use of this to as many as possible, 
so that in the event of an emergency such as a drowning, heart 
attack, electrical shock, suffocation, or smoke inhalation this device 
could be put to use with a possible saving of life resulting. While 
not a direct method of fire fighting or prevention, the use of a 
machine such as this in an emergency situation is invaluable. 


The second project underway is the improvement of our alarm 
system by the adding of monitors in strategic places. In our 
present setup, it is necessary for the first man arriving at the 
firehouse to ascertain the location of the fire by radio, and chalk 
the location on the callboard before he leaves with the equipment. 
Any fireman not seeing the equipment must go to the firehouse 
to determine the location of the fire. This often results in wasted 
manpower and time. The placement of monitors in strategic places 
will enable the man to make a telephone call to find the location 
of the fire, and then to go directly to the fire. This system can be 
expanded over a number of years to include monitors for each 
fireman, eliminating the need for even a telephone call. 


Third, the department plans to provide the 6 wheel drive 
truck with a more powerful pump, to provide increased capacity 
for this unit. The present pump is limited in volume both in 
suction and pumping, and while a larger pump will be a major 
expense, it will increase the effectiveness of the truck as a firefighter 
manyfold. It is not anticipated at this time that this expense would 
involve an additional request for town monies, but rather that the 
department will probably bond itself as it has on previous projects 
of this type. 


Our annual turkey shoot again proved successful, and in the

ensuing year I believe we can look forward to a good return on 
our capital outlay for improved facilities at the site. This year 
there should be no expensive improvements undertaken, and if 
revenue continues to grow, the lessening of expenses should reflect 
in an increased profit. 

In conclusion, I wish to extend thanks to the many who con- 
tribute to the good of the Department, and tender especial thanks 
to those who offer us physical as well as moral support in our 
attempts to provide Acworth with better fire and emergency services.

The Acworth Planning Board was established at the Town 
Meeting in 1967. It is composed of the Senior Selectmen and six 
registered voters of Acworth appointed by the Acworth Selectmen.
